Vatican City, Nov. 23—(NC)— 
His Holiness Pope Pius XII today 
told his “beloved children of 
America” how consoled and grate- 
ful he is for their “bounteous and 
never-failing assistance” to his 
crusade of world-wide charity. 
“Your sacrifices,” he said, “make 
that charity possible.” 


Speaking by radio from Castel- 
gandolfo, his summer residence, 
directly to the United States, the 
Holy Father launched the “thanks- 
giving food collection” being con- 
ducted by war relief services-Na- 
tional Catholic Welfare Confer- 
ence. 


“Another winter is approaching, 
heartless and relentless,” Pope 
Pius declared, “which promises to 
cut a wide swath through the 
ruined and ineffectual tenements 
of hundreds of cities of Europe 
and the East, opening the way for 
grim death to follow« fast on cold 
and famine and stark exposure 
unimposed. But no. There stands 
christian charity rising to the full 
stature of its nobility to block the 
path; and thousands of doomed 
victims freed from a hopeless ter-

Since St. Paul calls Christ the “rock,” and 
Christ called Peter by the same name it is clear 
that he was to hold Christ’s. office in the 
“Church of the living God.” (1 Tim. III, 13). 

Q—TI have often heard that Protestants define 
the word Petra, addressed to Peter as a “stone.” 
Are they right? 


A—The word “Petra” does mean a “stone,” | 
but Christ did not address Peter in Latin. | 
Matthew (XYI, 18) quotes Christ in His own 
language, and in that language, He said: “Thou 


are Cephas, which means “rock,” and upon this 
cephas I shall build My Church.” The equivalent 
in English would be “Thou are Peter, and upon 
this Peter I shall build My Church.” | 

John (1, 42) quotes Christ as saying: “Thou | 
shall be called ‘Cephas,’” and he adds “which is | 
interpreted Petros” (the same word in Greek) | 
the same term applied to Christ by St. Paul. 

Q—What then are the Scripture texts by 
which you prove that the Vicariate headship of 
the Church was committed to Peter? 

A—There are three passages which are prob- 
ably the clearest utterances in Holy Scripture, 
and if they are not accepted by those who claim 
that the Bible is their rule of faith, it is because 
they could not accept their clear meaning and 
remain out of the Catholic Church.

Q—In a Protestant work I read

bind on earth shall be bound in 
heaven and whatsoever thou shalt 
loose on earth shall be loosed in 
heaven.” What is the evident 
meaning of the transfer of the 
keys if not the delivery of author-| 
ity to another? 

Then on the eve of His death 
Christ told the Apostles how Satan | 
would exert all his power to upset 
their work; that he would try to 
“sift them as wheat” (Luke XXII,- 
31). Then addressing Peter alone 
He said: “But I have prayed for 
thee that thy faith may not fail, 
and do thou whence once thou hast 
turned again, strengthen thy breth- 
ren.”

E are about to bring to a close 

our “talking” on the Fourth 
Commandment. Before we do, 
however, there are a few com- 
ments in general that we would 
like to bring to your attention and 
then we will pass on to another 
subject.

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Why do we pray to the saints 
instead of always to God direct- 
ly? How do we know that the 
saints can hear our vocal prayers 
and read our minds? In what way 
would our prayers be incomplete 
: * always prayed to God direct- 
y 


From apostolic times Christians 
have been taught to say in the 
Apostles’ Creed “I believe in the 
communion of saints.” From the 
beginning this doctrine was in- 
tended to express the belief that 
there is a communion or “common 
union” between all the members of 
God’s Church—those who belong to 
the Church Triumphant in heaven, 
to the Church Militant on earth, 
and the Church Suffering in pur- 
gatory. Through this “common 
union” we can be of help to one 
another. I can pray for you and 
you can pray for me; we.can pray 
for those who departed this life 
in God’s friendship, but who were 
not worthy of immediate entrance 
into heaven, and they, so close to 
God, can pray for us; the saints 
in Heaven can pray for us and we 
can pass on our prayers to God 
through them. 


There is nothing in this doctrine 
of the “communion cf _ saints” 
which prevents a Catholic from 
praying to God directly as his 
Church always does officially in the 
Mass. Every prayer in the Mass 
is directed to God the Father 
through His divine Son, in unity 
with the Holy Ghost, even though 
in that prayer we may ask God 
through the saint, whose feast is 
celebrated, to grant us spiritual 
or temporal help. 


We exhibit greater humility 
when we go to God through His 
saints, just as you, if you were a- 
friend of the President’s wife or 


ness if you approached him 
through one of them when you 
asked an important favor. 


Succintly the case may be stated 
thus: There is no obligation to go 
to God through His saints, but 
since “God is glorified in the as- 
sembly of His saints,” and since 
several texts from Holy Scripture 
report that the angels and saints 
are on a similar plane in Heaven 
and that, according to Christ’s 
own words, “there is joy in Heaven 
before the angels of God upon one 
sinner doing penance” (Luke XV, 
7), it is evident that it pleases 
God to approach Him through His 
closest friends or through His mo- 
ther, through whom He Himself 
came down to earth for us. 


Certainly Almighty God can ap- 
prise a saint that one of His chil- 
dren down here is asking divine 
help through him or her. 


_A universal practice which ob- 
tained for fifteen centuries after 
Christ, and a practice which four- 
fifths of all Christians today fol- 
low (the Catholics, the Orthodox, 
and all the sects of fourth and fifth 
century origin) must be regarded 
as right. St. Augustine was con- 
verted, as were Cardinal Newman 
and many other intellectuals, by 
universal Christian beliefs and 
practices. St. Augustine established 
the motto “Securus judicat orbis 
terrarum” which means “the entire 
world judges safely.”

Therefore, he had to say in effect, | 
“I make the Bible my sole rule of | 
faith, and | shall interpret it as 
I see fit.” This brought religion | 
into the purely subjective realm; | 
became the great dividing line be- 
tween traditional Christianity and 
the new heresy, later called Pro- 
testantism; led to supreme con-| 
fusion in the religious field out-, 
side the Catholic Church, and, ulti- 
mately, to the rise of agnosticism 
and atheism among Protestants,

The Bible, like any historical 


document, has to be interpreted 

in the light of contemporary and 

subsequent history. Thus, if I 

wish to interpret a passage from 

the Constitution of the United 

States, I cannot merely say I 

think that it means this or that. I 

have to show that such has been 

the traditional and more general 

belief among Americans ever since 

the document was written. I have 

to support my opinion, if possible, 

with quotations from the private 

correspondence of Thomas Jeffer- 

son, the writings of the Founding 

Fathers, the debates of the First 

Continental Congress, the political 

speeches of the day, subsequent .

What are the facts? First, let’s take Lujack’s case. It 
is true, he says, that’an appointment was secured for him to the 
Military Academy, the only thing wrong with it being that he 
knew nothing about it until it was presented to him by his con- 
gressman, the late J. Buel Snyder. This occurred on the day 
he was graduated from Connellsville, Pa., High School. in May, 
1942. Lujack was 17 years old at the time and not subject to the 
draft for more than a year. 

He declined the appointment because, two years previous, 
he had decided to attend Notre Dame. He was first contacted by 
Henry Opperman, a Connellsville business man and friend of the 
late Knute Rockne, and by “Pinky” Martin, a Notre Dame alumnus 
then residing in Pittsburgh, about 0 miles distant from Connels- 
ville. 

“I never had any intention of attending West Point, told West 
Point scouts so, and never sought an appointment of any kind,” 
Lujack says. 


Lujack entered Notre Dame in the fall of 1942, joined the Navy’s 
V-12 program there and, following the 1943 football season, was 
transferred to midshipman’s school, and was commissioned an ensign 
He served aboard 
a sub chaser in the English channel and was not discharged until the

Cologne, Nov. 24 — Although 
nearly four-fifths of the popu- 
lation of the British zone of occu- 
pation of Germany are Catholics, 
influence hostile to the Church, 
emanating from militant socialist 
and Marxist minorities, continue 
to manifest themselves in the 
fields of politics and education. 

A recent instance is a statement 
issued by officials of the socialist- 
controlled German Federation of 
Labor which accuses the Catholic 
Bishops of Western Germany of 
unwarranted interference with re- 
cent shop elections. The Bishops 
had appealed to Catholics in the 
ranks of labor to vote for candi- 
dates favoring the application of 
Christian principles in labor re- 
lations and they stressed the 
necessity of restraining radical in- 
fluences in conflict with the spirit- 
ual needs of society. 

In the provinces of North-Rhine, 
Westphalia, four Bishops have 
sent a joint memorandum to Dr. 
Karl Arnold, Prime Minister of 
the province, insisting that the 
name of God. should precede all 
other provisions of the new consti- 
tution now under consideration, in 
order to make plain that the 
power of the State ultimately 
emenates not from the people, but 
from God. 

The Bishops also insist that 
freedom of education be granted 


iby giving official recognition to 


parochial schools, and that prob- 
lems relating to marriage be 
solved by mutual agreement be- 
tween Church and State and not 
by unilateral action of the latter, 

The Protestant Ecclesiastical 
authorities have taken similar 
steps. But it remains to be seen 
whether the legitimate interests of 
the churches will be given due 
consideration: on the part of the 
political leaders now in control. 

Not one of the delegates ap- 
pointed to represent Germany at 
the recent meeting of the Catholic 
Young Women’s Association in 
Rome was granted an exit permit 
by the British authorities in this 
zone, according to an announce- 
‘ment of the headquarters of the 
German Catholic Youth Associ- 
ations in Altenberg near here. A 
distinguished Catholic youth lead- 
er of Germany, Dr. Ludgera Kerst- 
gates. 

So far as the American zone is 
concerned, it must be noted that 
the socialist majority in the State 
of Bremen has until now success- 
fully -prevented the reopening of 
the Catholic parochial schools

New Protestant 
Churches Are 
Opened In Spain 


Vandalism Spotlights 
Growth In Number Of 


Chapels In Country 


Madrid, Nov. 24.—(NC)—The re- 
cent vandalistic attacks against one 
Protestant church in Madrid and 
another in Barcelonia, while at- 
tributed to internal politics, not 


ing no connection with the Church, 
bring out the fact that a number 
of Protestant places of worship 
have been opened in recent years in 
all parts of Spain. 

A gang of 200 young men re- 
cently forced the doors of a Prot- 
estant edifice in the Cuatro Cami- 
nos section of Madrid and tore up 
the furniture inside, also despoiling 
the prarer and hymn books they 
found there. At the same time a 
group of about 30 men carried out 
a similar attack in Barcelona. In 
each case they wrote the words 
“Hail to the Virgin” on the walls 
and left behind them leaflets of 
protest against the government for 
authorizing establishment of new 
Protestant chapels in Spain. 

The leafiets also denounced the 
efforts of the members of the var- 
ious Spanish Protestant groups, 
who were said to be offering ma- 
terial inducements to those who 
would attend their services. In 
Madrid, several of the marauders 
were arrested by police. 

A minority political party known 


has compiled and published as a 
measure of protest a list of 34 
Protestant chapels which have been 
authorized by the Franco regime 
in Spain from November 26, 1945, 
to December 2, 1946, in Madrid, 
Valladolid, Barcelona, Avila, Ma- 
laga, Granada, Tarragona and 
smaller cities. 
e Tradicionalistas, who repre- 
sent a self-styled “crusade of de- 
fense for Catholic unity in Spain,” 
addressed a cifcular letter to the 
Spanish Hierarchy earlier this fall 
expressing alarm at the authoriza- 
tions for “many Protestant chapels 
and schools” and at statements 
made by Generalissimo Franco af- 
firming that non-Catholic denomi- 
nations enjoy freedom under the 
article of the Spanish Bill of Rights 
which guarantees freedom of con- 
science. 
The article in question is Article 
Six, which states. “The profession 
and practice of the Catholic relig- 
ion, which is that of the Spanish 
State, will enjoy official protection. 
No one will be molested for his re- 
ligious belief nor in the private 
exercise of his particular faith.

created a Domestic Prelate with 
the title of Right Reverend Mon- 
signor in 1927 and was advanced 
to the rank of Prothonotary Apos- 
tolic in 1929. He was named Rec- 
tor of the Catholic University i 

1928 and served in that post until 

1935. His work at the university 
won litm additional honors from 
the Holy See, which elevated him 
to the Hierarchy as Titular Bish- 
op of Modra in 1933. 

Archbishop Ryan long had been 
identified prominently with the 
work of the National Catholic Wel- 
fare Conference. He served as 
Executive Secretary of the organ- 
ization from 1920 until 1938. He 
also served as Executive Secre- 
tary of the N.C.W.C. Department 
of Education. In recent years he 
was a member of the N.C.W.C. 
Administrative Board and Episco- 
pal Chairman of the Department 
of Education. He was renamed to 
that post during the recent meet- 
ings of the Bishops and the Ad- 
ministrative Board in Washington. 
The Archbishop was noted for 
his straight.from-the-shoulder pro- 
nouncements. As early as 1938, 
he spoke his mind against the 
dangers of Adolf Hitler and his 
followers and expressed wonder- 
ment “how human nature could 
sink to such low levels of sadistic 


barbarism.” 
eondemned the 


The prelate 
American Medical Association in 


1937 for its recognition of birth 
control as a medical practice and 
sternly warned the nation of the 
dangers in the evil. 

In 1940, the Archbishop foresaw 
the danger of war and called upon 
the nation “to prepare itself now 
for its destiny.” 

In recent years, Archbisho 
Ryan spoke out against critics o 
President Harry Truman for 
his continuance of a personal rep- 
resentative at the Vatican, and has 
advocated full diplomatic relations 
between the Holy See and the 
United States. 

While serving as rector of the 
Catholic University, the prelate 
was selected by the Holy See in 
1935 to become Bishop of Omaha. 
He was the guest of honor at a 
public reception before his depar- 
ture from the Nation’s Capital and 
his work was lauded in messages 
from President Roosevelt, the late 
Archbishop Michael J. Curley of 
Baltimore and of Washington, and 
many other dignitaries of Church 
and State. 

When the Omaha diocese was 
elevated to an Archiepiscopal See 
in 1945, Bishop Ryan was selected 
to serve as its first Archbishop. 

Archbishop Ryan held honorary 
degrees from many educational in- 
stitutions, including the National 
University of Ireland, the Cath- 
olic University of Milan, as well 
as Marquette University, St. Bona- 
venture College and several other 
institutions in this country. 

Archbishop Ryan translated the 
Encyclicals of Pope Pius XI into 
English in 1927. He wrote A 
Catechism Of Catholic Education 
in 1922, and An Introduction To 
Philosophy in 1927. 

His work won him honors from 
several foreign countries. He was 
named a Knight Commander of 
the Crown of Italy in 1930; Grand 
Cordon of the Order of St. Sava 
from the King of Yugoslavia in 
1982; Chevalier of the Legion in 
Honor in 1934; Cavaliere Magistr- 
ale of the Order of Malta in 1935, 
and Grand Officer of the Crown 
of Italy in 1935.
